» St. Petersburg, Apri] 29.—Such an out- 
burst of popular enthusiasm as was wit- 
nessed today wpon the arrival here of the 
survivors of the Variag and Korietzg has 
not been experienced in many years. Not- 
withstanding the rainy, raw weather, 
more than hundred thouSand persons 
crowded the Nevsky from the railroad 
depot to the palace square. Roofs and 
windows were crowded with people, wav- 
ing naval flags. The whole route was 
lined by soldiers, sailors and cadets 
the military school. Every regiment was 
represented, as if the emperor wished all 
his fighting men to see how the brave 
are honored. 

Grand Duke Alexis. as high admiral. re- 
ceived the heroes and a deafening storm 
of cheers burst forth the weather- 
beaten seamen appeared in sight. The 
crews of the Variag and Korietz were 
quickly mustered on the 
man wearing the St. George 

The Grand Duke Alexis, attended by a 
brilliant staff of admirals, approached the 
survivors of the Variag, saluted and pre- 
sented the grand auke with a formal re- 
port of the battle and the number and 
state of health of the survivors. The

REAR ADMIRAL YESZEN 
REACHES VLADIVOSTOK 

Viadivostok, April 29.—The squadron 
commanded by Rear Admiral Yeszen has 
returned here from its re-snt operations 
off. the. .Korean..coasex* 

The squadron, consisting of the armor- 
ed cruisers Rossia, Rurika and Gromo- 
bei, and the protected cruiser Bosatyr, 
put to sea at daybreak April 23. The 
Rurik returned the following day, but 
the others proceeded to WOnsan (Gen- 
sen), Korea, and hove off the town 
durifig the morning of April 25, about 5 
miles from the entrance of the bay.

The Russian squadron returned to 
Viadivostok and late during the night of 
April 26 started on another expedi- 
tion. <At six in the evening of April 
27, when 300 miles out, the squadron 
sighted a Japanese steamer with war 
stores On board. Her crew, consisting 
of fifteen Koreans and twelve Japanese, 
were placed in safety and the steamer 
sunk by a pYroxyn cartridge, fired from 
the Gromoboi by lieutenant Bolotni- 
kcff. 


OFFICERS MISTOOK ROSSIA 
FOR JAPANESE WARSHIP 

The same about Tf! o'clock, 
when the sqaudron was !2 miles off Plak- 
sin bay, Korea, a large Japanese trans- 
port, the Kingshiu Maru, was overhaul- 
ed Her commander mistook the Rus- 
sian ships for a Japanese squadron and 
signaled:

The crew of the transport then recog- 
nized their mistake and began to lower 
boats and steam pinnaces with § the 
greatest :haste and endeavored to es.

captured them all. 

On board tha transport were 
HlotchkKiss guns of 47 Millimeters. At 
the outset it looked as if no one was 
left on oar®, Dut on examination it was 
found that the cabin was locked and 
barred. Therein the Russians found six 
infantry officers who surrendered with- 
out resistance and were taken on board 
the Rurik. In another part of the ship 
130 infantrymen, who refused to sur- 
render, were found. 

Admiral Yeszen, Whose vessel was 
about !.600 yards away, ordered his men 
to leave the transport. The Japanese 
sOldiers then opened fire and wounded 
a Russian coxswain. Afterwards the 
transport was sent to the bottom by 
means of a mechanical mine and a few 
shells. 

The Japanese on board did not cease 
firing and made no attempt to save them- 
selves, although they had a launGh in 
which they could have left the trans- 
port. The fire of the Japanese actually 
continued until the waves closed over 
the ship. 

The transport had on board not only 
ammunition, Dut 2,000 tons of coal for 
Admiral Makamura. 

The prisoners numbered 183, including 
seventeen officers. Altogether 210 prison- 
ers were taken by the Russian squadron, 
landed at Viadivoestok, and immediately 
dispatched by train to Nikolsk.

DID COW HAVE WARTS? 


Warm Legal Fight To 
Whether or Not Cow Was

Thompson, after he had 
taken the cow home, found that she 
couldn't be milked unless he ignored her 
kicking and bucking. He called in Dr. 
Coker, who made a diagnosis and pro- 
nounced the trouble warts. He said the 
warts had been cut off, s0 they wouldn't 
show and were then cauterized. Thomp- 
sOn swore out a warrant, charging Tally 
with cheating and swindling. He got At- 
torneys Bell and Goodwin to prosecute, 
and Tally got Attorney Blackburn to de- 
fend him. 

The case was called in Justice Or- 
mond’s curt at 10 o'clock yesterday morn- 
ing and lasted nearly all day. At tne 
hour of adjournment both sides agreed 
to let the case go over until this after- 
noon at 2 o'clock, when Justice Ormond 
will decide whether or not the cow has 
now or ever had warts.

New Line of Railroad Pro- 
jected Connecting Augusta 
and Elberton.

Augusta, Ga., April 29.—@ecial.)—On 
the morning of May 4, the Augusta and 
Elberton Railroad Company will be or- 
ganized in Augusta to build and operate 
a railroad between the two places from 
which it takes its name The line of 
the road. will split Columbia and Lincoln 
counties half in two and*®the only town. 
at present in existence. that it will touch 
will be Lincolnton. ‘The route proposed 
will be about midway between the Geor- 
gia road and the Savannah river. leaving 
Appling. in Columbia county, about 3 
miles to the right. 

There seems to be no doubt jus, now 
about the success of the project for the 
entire capital stock of $100,000 has been 
subscribed by people along the line and 
most of the of $150,000 worth of 
6 per cent first mortgage. bonds has 
been spoken for, noge of the money to 
be paid over until the road is in opera- 
tion. 

The projectors, of the enterprise are 
Fred T. Lockhart. J. E. Hogan and Bruce 
Young. The two former gentlemen have 
already built several short roads in the 
lower part of the state under the same 
plans they will employ in the construc- 
tion of the Augusta and Elberton. The 
promoters of the enterprise have already 
secured an option on 20 milés of graded 
road bed of the old projected Augusta 
and Chattanooga. which was started and 
abandoned about ten years ago. 

The road will run through a very ricn 
farming section, which is best evidenced 
by the fact that the men living along 
the line hag the money to subscribe lib- 
erally to the stock. Twhhe road when com- 
pleted will fill a long felt want, as the 
farmers in the section through whiah it 
will run have always had to wagon their 
products to Augusta, it being easier than 
to haul cotton to the nearest railroad 
station and then pay the freight to this 
city.

TOWONUR LOUBET

Thousands Forced To Sleep in 


City's Streets 


—————— 


Demonstration <Ac@itded French 
President Greatest Event in Nap- 
les in Recent Years—Naval 
Review on Gulf Was 
Great Success. 


Rome; April 29.—Naples: remembers no 
event in two yeafs which compared with 
the scene toflay (the occasion being the 
visit of President Loubet, of France), or 
gathered such enormous crowds of Ital- 
fans and foreigners. 

It is estimated that 20,000 peaple crowd- 
ed the cafes or wandered about the streets 
all night, unable to find beds. From early 
morning every, position available for wit- 
nessing the naval review wus completely 
occupied by spectatars and the magnuifi- 
cent Gulf of Naples was absolutely cov- 
ered with craft of all kinds, from large 
yachts to humble fishing and rowing 
boats, and of all nationalities, each hoist- 
ing its colors, the French predominating. 
The spectacle of the French and Italian 
squadrons anchored side iby) was 
magnificent and most imposing. 

The battle ship Regina Margherita, hav- 
ing on board President Loubet, King 
Emmanuel and the royal princes, with 
their respective suites, appeared from tlie 
military harbor and was saluted by thun- 
dering hurrahs, the booming of cannon, 
and the waving of handkerchiefs by the 
immense multitude. The Regina Mar- 
gherita was followed by the torpedo gun- 
boat Euridice with members of the diplo- 
matic corps, headed by United States Am- 
bassador Meyer, on board, and by other 
ships carrving dignitaries of state, mem- 
bers of parliament, representatives of 
the press, etc. President Loubet and 
King Emmanuel, on the bridge of the 
Regina Margherita, were saluted with the 
strains of the Marselliase and the royal 
Italian march. 

The United States battle ship Ken- 
tucky, flving the flag of Rear. Admiral 
R. D. Evans, arrived here tOday on her 
wav to the United States from the Far 
East, and assisted in the review. She 
was saluted tby the French and Itallan 
fleets, thereby adding to the pictiiresque 
scene above which Mount Vesuvius tow- 
ered imposingly.

Atlantans who keep abreast of 
charitable movements in the city are 
aware that the Home for Incurables, 
conducted by the Atlanta circle of 
King’s Daughters, although among the 
newer organizations of thig character, 
is among the city’s most beneficent 
charities. Under its hospitable shel- 
ter, friendless and homeless wrecks 
of humanity can die with at least some 
degree of peace, s0 far a8 medical at- 
tendance, skilled nursing*and Chris- 
tian attentions are concerfied. No city 
the size of Atlanta but badly needs 
an institution of this kind, and that 
conducted by the King’s Daughters 
has fulfilled its mission faithfully and 
proved a boon to many unfortunates. 

From the modest beginning of about 
two years ago, the Home for Incur- 
ables has felt encouraged to branch 
out by starting the erection of a build- 
ing adapted to meet the growing de- 
mands upon it. The new home. a 
beautiful and commodious structure, 
is already under roof, but with the 
exterior not yet completed, the work 
of construction stops from lack of 
funds, The sum of $8,000 has been ex- 
pended thus far, but it will require 
$5,000 more to open the new home to 
patients. 

The ladies behind the good work 
have started out bravely to raise the 
needed amount and will proceed on 
the plan of inducing 500 charitably- 
disposed Atlantans to contribute $10 
each to the building and furnishing 
fund. They should succeed in this— 
they richly deserve .o succeed—and 
The Constitution earnestly commends 
their work to the «ood people of At- 
lanta. If the plan succeeds, but six 
weeks will be required to throw the 
doors of the new home open, and the 
additional room and facilities are bad- 
ly needed. 

Atlanta never turns a deaf ear toa 
worthy appeal, and we feel sure that 
in the present instance her response 
will be characteristic of herself. 


State Care of Consumptives. 

The movement on foot for the erec- 
tion of a state sanitarium in Georgia 
for the care of consumptives appeals 
to the hearts of all who have any 
knowledge of this dread disease anil 
modern conclusions as to its pathol- 
ogy. 

The recent convention in+ Macon 
of The American Anti-Tubercujosis 
League, at which some able papers 
were read by tuberculosis specialists, 
served to impress those who followed 
its proceedings in the press reports 
with the importance of giving more 
attention to the public consideration 
of the disease, particularly the atti- 
tude of state and municipality te 
ward it. 

Dr. George Brown, of Atlanta, sec- 
retary of the league, delivered an ad- 
dress at Macon in which he set forth 
clearly the views and aims of that 
organization. Among other things he 
said: 

I wish to go on record here in demand- 
ing that tubercular patients, who are un- 
able to work and support themselves, 
and who have no means, be made the 
wards of the state, and be given at the 
expense of the state the proper care and 


attention. 
I want to go on record in demanding 


also that the same laws, that apply to 
smallpox and other contagious diseases, 
be applied to tubercular patients. 

At the first glartce the two propositions 
may seem visionary, but time and years 
will prove that both of these demands 
will and shall be met. 

As to first demand: Common humanity 
will in time care for all those who cannot 
eare for themselves. It is an unwritten 
law in the minds and hearts of good men 
that the strong should care for the weak 
and helpless of our land. Hence the sani- 
tariums for the insane, the hospital for 
the sick, supported by state and muni- 
cipality. 

But to do this, to make these people 
wards of the state, needs the assistance 
of the lawmakers of the state, forced by 
a sentiment from the masses of the peo- 
ple. To educate the people to what is 
necessary to be done should be the aim 
of every physician in this country. 

In demanding the enactment of laws, 
isolating consumptives, or placing them 
under more strict surveillance, we wish for 
a means only to force action On the for- 
mer proposition. Any and all agitation 
along this line tends to help in this stage 
of education evolution through which we 
are passing. : 

Without making such regulations 
too drastic, at least until the treat- 
ment and knowledge of the disease 
has become more of an exact science, 
it is obvious that it is the duty of 
the state to give this class of suffer- 
ers state relief, and a sanitarium sup- 
ported by the state would seem to 
be the proper first step toward the 
ultimate end sought. At the same 
time, the authorities should adopt 
every possible precaution against 
the spread of the disease and see that 
the public is made fully aware of the 


danger of contagion.

Where Arbitration Pays. 

It would seem that in going out of 
the armament business, toshow their 
good faith in arbitration and respect 
their treaty obligations to that great 
principle so conducive to international 
peace, several of the South American 
republics, notably Argentina and 
Chile, have been able to kill two birds 
with one stone, making the new order 
not only morally profitable, but pe- 
cuniarily profitable. 

When these two leading nations of 
the southern continent disarmed, their 
arms and war vessels did not go to the 
junk pile. Not much. They were 
carefully polished up and laid away 
to such time as a market was pre- 
sented to advantageously dispose of 
them, and the Russo-Japanese war has 
furnished the market, at least for 
most of the war ships. It is under- 
stood that Russia has just completed 
a deal to purchase three first-class 
battle ships of the Argentine Repub- 
lic, at the handsome figure of $18.- 
200,000. One of these vessels is a 
war leviathan of 12,000 tons displace- 
ment and but lately off the stocks, 

It is an ill wind that blows nobody 
good, in war and elsewhere. Vice Ad- 
miral Togo, of the Japanese navy, has

sity of buying more ships, and she is 
willing to pay a bonus for vessels that 
answer her requirements. “The Ar- 
gentinians make several millions of 
clean profit, it is said, out of the deal. 
Chile has already disposed of several 
battle ships and cruisers to Great 
Britain and Japan, likewise at neat 
profits. 

Not only this, but the sultan of 
Turkey and other Oriental potentates 
are eager customers for the service- 
able cannon and small arms that Ar- 
gentina and Chile have for sale. None 
of the weapons is so antiquated or 
second-hand that it will not bring its 
value from the Akound of Swat, or 
some bellicose barbarian or other. 

Thus do we see exomplified the 
paradox of virtue bringing a neat casa 
reward. 

Folk’s Sweeping Vindication. 

Just now a big, salubrious, refresh- 
ing drama is haypening in Missouri 
which bids fair to dwarf the exposi- 
tion with which St Louis is about to 
dazzle the nations. The people of that 
state, in defiance of the rumbling of 
the party machine and the crack of 
the party whip, are showing their ap- 
Wreciation of clean-cut public methods 
and a sanitary administration of the 
law by indorsing for governor Joseph 
W. Folk, the arch-enemy of the 
boodlers. 

Their action in an inspiration and 
an example to the rest of the country. 
Coming as it does at a time when may- 
ors and governors on every hand are 
openly acknowledging the presence of 
graft, and confessing themselves pow- 
erless in its sinister presence, it is 
bound to exert a far-reaching influ- 
ence in the dispelling of this humili- 
ating phantasm. With the career of 
Folk the majority of our readers are 
thoroughly familiar. When every oth- 
er public guardian in St. Louis had 
despairingly confessed inability to 
scotch the boodling monster which 
had the city by the “hroat, Folk sten- 
ped in and seemingly with necro- 
mantic ease convicted nineteen of the 
most prominent citizens on the charge 
of illegally accepting money, for 
which they betrayed the rights of 
their constituency. 

Apparently insuperable obstacles 
were thrown in the way of the pugna- 
cious prosecuting attorney. Every 
subtle and shameless device for eva- 
sion and delay known to the astute 
lawyer were brought into play, but 
Folk had a charge of legal dynamite 
for every quibble. Just at the crisis, 
when the boodlers and the lawyers 
and the newspapers were confident he 
had reached a stone wall beyond 
which he might not go, he would sally 
forth and turn what seemed a dead- 
lock or a defeat into a most sweeping 
rout of the enemy. He pursued the 
sinners against the people over seus 
into strange lands and one by one 
hauled them back to a rigorous ac- 
counting. He could have realized a 
fortune at any time by quietly retiring 
from the prosecution, but with un- 
swerving loyalty to the people he pur- 
sued his vengeful course until the end 
of even his frcomparable tactics was 
reached, and the nineteen eminent 
convicted boodlers took refuge in the 
last dubious redoubt of technicality. 

That the people of Missouri have 
rallied splendidly to his support in 
the pending gubernatorial campaiga 
is a lasting testimonial to the sanity 
of American voters in politics. The 
machine politicians, among whose 
ranks are numbered the most prom}- 
nent state and federal office-holders, 
have thrown their entire tremendous 
force against his candidacy; but Folk 
is triumphing. Sufficient counties 
have taken action to indicate, practi- 
cally beyond peradventure, the tren‘l 
of the state, and even his opponents 
are admitting his success and scram- 
bling for the band-wagon. 

The pessimist who croaks that the 
political judgment of the American 
people is not to be trusted, or that 
they will not indorse a cleanly admin- 
istration of public affairs even at the 
expense of entrenched power, has 
only to look to Missouri for a refuta- 
tion of his billous doctrine.

“The firm of Woodend & Co.,’’ said 
President Randolph, of the Consolidated 
exchange, today, “is composed solely of 
Dr. W. E. Woodend. J. L. Burch, who 
was the manager for Woodend & Co., 
is a member of the Consolidated ex- 
change, but he had no financial interest 
in the firm of Woodend & Co., and can- 
not be held responsible for their debts. 
Bruch severed his connection with the 
firm a week ago. Woodend, although a 
member of the exchange, seldom was on 
the floor. What business he transacted 
on the exchange was through brokers.”’

To 
illustrate, it would be hard for one to tell 
the truth if the doing so resulted in the 
condemnation of his dear son or his 
friend. Yet the truth ought te be told, 
though the heavens fal) He who teils 
the truth in the face of any results or con- 
sequences Or any surroundings, is indeed 
truly brave. None but the brave can tell 
the whole truth, and nothing but the 
truth. In your issue of the 27th instant, 
I,who was born a slave,read the masterly 
humane and Christian speech &f Bishop 
Galloway on the race question, and I 
have never read anything of the kind 
before on the race problem so straight- 
forward, so manly, so brave, so broad, so 
kindly expressed. <§t hits the nail square- 
ly and flatly on ghe head, The colored 
man does not ask for anything more than 


ywhat Bishop Galloway declares that he is 


entitled to—equal protection of the law. 
Says he: “‘There should be no aristocracy 
in crime. 
feared as a black brute.”” He says he has 
never found any justification for lyneh 
law, and says that punishment should be 
inflicted by due process of law. Every 
lyncher, says he, becomes a law despiser, 
and every law despiser a betraver of his 
country. There is beauty all around 
when there is love at home. Hate and 
envy never annoy when there is love at 
home. 

The strength and beauty of this coun- 
try—you, the prosperity and mighty 
foundations of it, are in the doing of 
what has been said by Bishop Galloway. 
If his teachings are adhered to and fol- 
lowed, this will be a delightful land, by 
reason of the righteousness of the people 
both white and black. 

You are right, bishop all the way, but 
you are especially so when you say that 
education, lastead of being ruinous to the 
race, was rather helpful to a high degree. 
An educated horse is more useful than an 
uneducated one; an educated dog is just- 
ly preferable to an uneducated one. It 
is more serviceable and safer than the 
uneducated one. Train a child in the 
way it should go, and it will not depart 
from it. 

But if it is true, as some contend, that 
it is a breeder of crjme, then the states 
have made a criminal mistake in estab- 
lishing schools for that purpose. An edu- 
cated fleld hand, an educated drayman, 
an educated porter or coachman are all 
more useful and safer than the unedu- 
cated as a rule. There are a few excep- 
tions, of course. Bishop Galloway as- 
serts that he is a friend to the colored 
man. I believe it, and I believe more 
than that. I believe that there are many 
thousands of whites in the south who feel 
and think just as he does, and are as true 
friends to the colored man as he.

The Choice of Judges. 

Editor Constitution: I read your edi- 
torial in yesterday's Constitution with 
deep interest. How ehall judges be 
chosen has become a burning question. 
I have hitherto favored their election by 
the people, for the reasOn that govern- 
ment is an affair of the people. They 
work the roads, build the school houses, 
churches, pay taxes, fight the battles of 
the county and it has seemed to me that 
they should have the right to elect all 
the officers of government. But this has 
been upon the assumption that the people 
were capable of choosing wisely and had 
sufficient virtue, intelligence and patriot- 
ism to so choose as to protect the rights 
of the people and promote the public in- 
terest. It was never dreamed that this 
election would become a matter of mer- 
chandise. The method of appointment by 
the governor was open to the objection 
that appointments were made to pro- 
mote the election of the executive to the 
succession, or to the United States sen- 
ate. Elections by the legislature create 
log-rolling combinations, gangs and rings 
of office seekers who ignore the public in- 
terest to promote personal ambition, and 
hence the transfer of the choice, or elec- 
tion to the people. Has this method 
been better or otherwise? In the opin- 
ion of many it has become intolerable. 
How shall judges be chosen so as to 6e- 
cure purity of judicial administration and 
protect the rights of the people is the 
vital question confronting us. The great 
inalienable rights of Hfe, liberty, prop- 
erty, security reputation are  pro- 
tected by the government alone 
through the court, ‘and if _ the 
judiciary ‘becomes corrupted these 
rights perish, as they did when Jeffreys 


}and Scroggs were the judges of the Stu- 


arts. How would it do to have the judges 
of the superior, city and county courts 
of thé state appointed by the supreme 
court or the anhief justice? Judges must 
necesSarily be lawyers. The supreme 
court knows the lawyers of the state, 
their ability, character and general fit- 
ness for judicial functions betier than 
anybody else possibly can, for reasons 
which are obvious. This court could 
have absolutely no motives in making 
an appointMent but the public interest. 
This will require a constitutional change. 
By all means let us have a constitutional 
convention and put into our organic law 
ballot, judicial, financial, educationai and

The returns for taxation of corporation 
property which are reaching Comptroller 
General W. A. Wright, indicate that 
there ig going to be a falling off in the 
corporation returns rather than an in- 
crease, though the comptroller general 
is not going to let them fall below those 
of last vear without a hard fight to main- 
tain them. 

The Macon, Dublin and Savannah Rail- 
road Company made its return to the 
comptroller general yesterday, and in so 
doing stated that it had no franchise of 
any value, consequently returned nothing 
on that score.

This is a re- 
duction of 20 per cent of the entire re- 
turn of the road for 1903. Last year 
the road’s tranchise was valued by the 
arbitrators at $56,452, this year !t returns 
not a cent. 

Comptroller General Wright at once 
wrote to the president of the road de- 
clining to accept the return and stating 
that unless {t Wag at least made equal 
to the return of last year in franchise 
as well as physical property, the matter 
would have to go to arbitration. 

The only return received yesterday was 
that of the Indian Springs and FPiovilla 
Railroad Company, which gave a slight 
increase over the return of last year.

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SWEET POTATO TO YIELD 
STARCH FOR ALL THE WORLD 


By Jos: Ohl. 

Washington, April 29.—(Special.)—‘‘Tnhe 
day will, I believe, come When the sweet 
potato will furnish the starch of the 
world. The possibilities of the potato 
are far beyond anything at present real- 
ized.”’ 

This is the opinion of Dr. Harvey W. 
Wiley, chief of the bureau of chemistry 
of the agricultural department, whose at- 
tention has recently been directed to- 
ward the development of the possibilities 
he indicates, and who is preparing the 
way for interesting experiments in that 
direction. 

The opinion ] have quoted was given 
in the course of a. conversation with 
Representative Brantley, of Georgia, who 
had called to his attention the advisa- 
bility of the department of agriculture 
following up its experiments upon the 
sugar cane of Georgia and South Caro- 
lina, Florida and Alabama with a some- 
what similar study of the sweet po- 
tato, 

It was largely through the influence of 
Representative Brantley that the experl- 
ments now being conducted to develop 
the cane sirup industry of these southern 
states were begun. The successful re- 
sults obtained at the government’s exper- 
iment station near Waycross Suggested 
the possibilities in a somewhat similar di- 
rection of the study iby the government's 
experts of the sweet potato, and he has 
had several conferences with Dr. Wiley 
on the subject. The experiment etation 
at Waycross is perhaps the most com- 
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plete of its kind in the world and could 
be utilized for such investigation ag the 
experts may be able to conduct.

out the shippers woke up to find that 
they would have to pay double local 
rates instead of getting through rates 
to Cotton Belt territory The freight 
bureau had accused t@e road of dis- 
criminating against Meiuphis in favor of 
other towns, notably Pine Bluff and 
Little Rock. The bureau had demanded 
that the Cotton Belt should reduce its 
rates from Memphis. To this the road 
had replied that if it made the desired 
reduction, many other points would in- 
sist upon similar reductions, the com- 
pany would suffer a heavy loss in rev- 
enue and Memphis relatively would in 
the end be no better off. 

Little Rock and Pine Bluff threatened 
to apply for an injunction restraining the 
road from lowering its rates out of 
Memphis, on the ground that such a 
reduction would be a _ discrimination 
against them. 

Some of the Memphis papers de- 
nounced the Cotton Belt fiercely, and 
argued to the business men of the city 
that they were being imposed on. 

The Cotton Belt has no rails of its 
own into Memphis, and reached the city 
by a trackage arrangement with the 
Iron Mountain road. 

It was not a difficult matter, there- 
fore, for the road to discontinue ‘its 
service into the city. 

As soon as the city realized what had 
occurred, the business men got busy. 
They were very anxious to have the 
road come back. Many of them express- 
ed sincere regret that the freight bureau 
and the papers had denounced the com- 
pany, and they urged it to reconsider its 
action. 

Finally it was agreed to refer the com- 
plaint as to rates out of Memphis to the 
interstate commerce commission, a 
course which the railroad wished the 
question to take, as it believed that an 
investigation by an outside body would 
demonstrate that it was justified in de- 
clining to make the reductions which 
had been asked for. 


Topeka, Kans., April 29.—H. U. Mudge, 
general manager of the Santa Fe, said 
today that although the officials of the 
road were hoping that the trouble with 
the International Association of Machin- 
ists had blown over, a strike seemed in- 
evitable.

Train Smashes Record. 

Detroit, Mich., April 29.—Official re- 
ports were received today showing that 
the unprecedented speed of 109.4 miles an 
hour has been made by the Michigan Cen- 
tral train carrying President Ledyard and 
President Newman to Chicago. The re- 
markabie time was made Wednesday be- 
tween Brownsville and Springfield, Ont., 
a distance of 5.47 miles, according to the 
duly verified statement of the train dis- 
patcher. This establishes a world’s rec- 
ord. A pliot passed ahead of the train 
and all crossings were guarded, but the 
switches were not bothered nor was the 
regular running of trains interrupted. 


Tennessee Central Affairs. 

Nashville, Tenn., April 29.—The _ re- 
ceivership of the Tennessee Central rafl- 
road is to be wound up by the financial 
measures that were adopted this morning. 
The company has arranged to float first 
and second mortgage bonds to the 
amount of nearly eleven million dollars. 
The road is bonded at $25,000 per mile. 
These bonds are to be ealled in and can- 
celed and the holders have agreed to take 
the new seconds in their places. The new 
issue of first mortgage bonds will be at 
the rate of $12,500 per mile. It is believed 
that the sale of these bonds will realize 
over $3,000,000, and thus wipe out the 
floating debt of over a million and leave 
a surplus to be expended on improve- 
ments. 

The Mississippi Valley Trust Company, 
of St. Louis, is made trustee.

The New Crop Months Were Firm on 
the Cold Weather. 


ROOM SHORTS WERE BUYERS. 


New York Closed 7 Points Lower 
to 17 Points Higher—New Or- 
leans Closed 2 Points Down 
to 18 Points Up. 


New York, April 29.—The cotton market 
' Opened irregular with firat prices showing 
a decline of 8@!2 points on the old crop 
and 5@6 points on the new crop posi- 
tions. The weakness was due to liquida- 
tion following disappointing Liverpool 
cables and apprehensions as to May no- 
tices, while the early weather map show- 
ed fairly favorable weather conditions 
over the belt. Commission houses had 
g000d buying orders for the late positions, 
however, and shortly after the call re- 
ports that notices were being stopped ral- 
jied the whole list to about the closing 
prices’ of the previous night with spot 
houses and shorts buying the near posi- 
tions. The nottees issued were said to 
amount to about 20,000 -bales, and dur- 
ing the middle of the forenoon were start- 
ed out again, or at any, rate, had not 
yet found a final resting place, and there 
was furthtr active liquidation of the old 
crop months, with the result that prices 
broke to about the lowest level of the 
eession. May sold down to 13.32, July to 
13.62 net declines of $@13 points, while 
the new crop months showed relative firm- 
ness On predictions for lower temperatures 
in portions of Texas, and later, when it 
became pretty well established that the 
notices had been finally taken care of, 
“the whole list showed an advancing ten-
